This 3/4 cape is dated by its current owner to the 1940 's and shows the 
continuing popularity of the house form into the modern period. It lacks some 
of the character, such as the bowed roof common to historic Cape Cod houses, 
especially in Eastham, but is sufficiently well-proportioned and massed to be 
a pleasing, modern adaptation compatible to the community and a model for less 
successful contemporary adaptations. 

Unlike most historic Cape Cod houses, the rectangular, 4 x 2-bay, main block 
has no appendages. Appropriately, detail is spare, limited to end boards, 
boxed cornice with extended facia, but no return, plain window and door trim. 
Fenestration consists of consists of 6/6, double-hung sash with 
louvered blinds. The squat ridge chimney sits off center. The picket fence 
adds 'a touch of authenticity. They were often used on historic capes to help 
shelter the dwelling from drifting sands.

No research, data or house file exists for this property at the Eastham 
\ Historical Society Archives. The current owner dates the property to the 
* 1940 's and such seems likely from its appearance. After the Second World War, 
Eastham as well as other Cape Cod towns experienced a substantial increase in 
the number of permanent as well as seasonal residents. This dwelling 
represents a successful adaptation of the Cape Cod house form to meet this 
need for new construction. 

Since the only Directory for the Town of Eastham dates to 1901, no 
identification of the original or subsequent owners was possible using 
readily-available, local records. Deed research will be necessary to obtain 
more information on the property.
